PROCEEDINGS. 


FIRST DAY, THURSDAY. 

Hughes Springs, Tex., Feb. 4, 1904. 

The Gulf Mission Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church met in its Eighth Annual Session (twelfth, including its 
sessions as a Mission) in the Methodist Episcopal Church, at 
Hughes Springs, Tex., February 4, 1904, Bishop W. F. Mallalieu 
presiding. 

Devotional Service — A devotional service was conducted by 
Bishop Mallalieu, who administered the sacrament, assisted by R. 
E. Selie, J. W. Lively, Wm. R. Chase and C. A. King. 

Address. — The Bishop addressed the Conference with encourag- 
ing words in regard to the importance of their field and the hope- 
fulness of their prospects. 

Roll Call. — The roll was called by the Assistant Secretar}^ of 
last session, and the following responded : J. A. Christian, Wm. R. 
Chase, M. C. Hickman, G. B. Hines, J. T. James, C. A. King, J. 
W. Lively, H. H. McCain, K. H. Oliver, H. R, Osborne, John Paul, 
P. J. Robidoux, W. L. Sayers, J. Woodson, J. R. Basket, W. E. 
Harrison, W. C. Mann, J. W. Hervey, Louis May. 

Secretary — On nomination of John T. James, John Paul was 
elected Secretary. 

Committee on Organization.— €. A. King, J. W. Lively, J. 
T. James, Wm. R. Chase and G. B. Hines were appointed by the 
Bishop to take a census of the Conference, in view of organizing 
into an Annual Conference. 

Missionary Address. — Rev. E. B. Caldwell, Missionary from 
China, was introduced and addressed the Conference in regard to 
condition and customs of China. 
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Committee Report. — The Committee on Organization report- 
ed that the Conference had the disciplinary number for organizing. 

Elections. — Upon nomination of Wm. R. Chase, W. C. Mann 
was elected Statistical Secretary, and H. H. McCain, Treasurer. 

Assistants. — H. R. Osborne was selected as Assistant Secre- 
tary, J. W. Hervey as Assistant Statistical Secretary, and 0. B. 
Hines, as Assistant Treasurer. 

Mails. — Sidney W. Edwards was elected Conference Postmas- 
ter. 

Conference Hours. — 8 :30 a. m. was fixed as hour 1 for opening, 
and 11 :45 for closing; the first half hour for devotional service. 

Conference Bar. — It was voted that the Conference Bar should 
be fixed to include the' fifth row of seats. 

Introductions — Rev. R. L. Selle, Presiding Elder of Austin 
Conference, and Rev. S. A. Morgan, pastor of Hughes Springs M. 
E. Church, South, were introduced to the Conference. 

R. R. Commissioner. — N. L. Sayers was elected Conference 
Railroad Commissioner for this and another year. 

Standing Committees. — The Presiding Elders read the list of 
standing committees. 

Reports. — J. W. Lively, P. E., was called, his character passed, 
and he reported his district. The character of Presiding Elder Wm. 
R. Chase was passed, and he reported his district. 

Introductions. — Rev. A. E. Ryan, from Kansas Conference; 
Rev. F. E. Fitch, and Rev. H. R. Osborne, from Central Ohio Con- 
ference, the latter being a transfer to Gulf Mission Conference; 
Rev. Sidney W. Edwards ,a missionary to Cuba, and C. C. Morse, 
of New Orleans, were introduced to the Conference. 

Notices were read by the pastor. 

The Bishop announced W. E. Harrison as Agent for the Gen- 
eral Conference Daily. 

The Conference adjourned with benediction by Rev. S. H. 
Morgan. 


SECOND DAY, FRIDAY (FEB. 5). 

The first half hour was devoted to a song service, followed bv 
prayer by J ohn T. J ames. 

Address. — Prof. Wm. Davenport, of the -Baptist Church, was 
introduced, and having but a few minutes to tarry, was permitted 
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then to address the Conference in regard to public school reform. 

The Minutes of yesterday’s session were read, and, after slight 
correction, approved. 

Address. — Dr. George Mac Adam, President of Fort Worth 
University, was introduced, and addressed the Conference in the 
interest of that institution. 

W. E. O’Kane, of Kansas City, was introduced, and represented 
the Methodist Book Concern. 

Dr vet. — The Bishop announced draft for $100 from the Book 
Concern, which was ordered and placed in the hands of the Treas- 
urer of the Conference Board of Stewards. 

Committee. — C. A. King, J. W. Lively, J. T. James, Wm. R. 
Chase, and G. B. Hines were appointed to investigate the legal 
status of the Board of Stewards. 

Retorts. — J. W. Hervey was called, his character passed, his 
studies reported, and he was advanced to the second year. Louis 
May made his report, his character was passed, and having been at 
school, lie was continued in the first year.

Reports. — N. H. Oliver, P. J. Robindoux and John Paul were 
called, their characters passed, and they reported their work. 

Close. — After various announcements, the Conference ad- 
journed with the benediction by Dr. George MaeAdam. 

THIRD DAY, SATURDAY (FEB. 6). 

The morning session opened with song service, followed by 
prayer by H. R. Osborne. 
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Farewell Remarks.— W. E. O’Kane made some remarks m 
regard to song books. Rev. R. L. Selle gave the Conference hi» 
benediction. 

The Minutes of yesterday’s session were read, corrected and 
approved. 

Stewards. — On motion, the names of Wm. R. Chase, G. B. 
Hines, J. R. Basket, and H. H. McCain were added to the Confer- 
ence Board of Stewards. 

Reports. — John Paul continued and finished his report. John 
T. James was called, his character passed, and he reported his work. 

Withdrawal. — C. W. Coons was called, and it was ordered that 
his name be placed under Question 19. 

Reports. — The characters of C. A. King, G. B. Hines, H. R. 
Osborne and M. C. Hickman were passed, and they made their re- 
ports. 

Superannuated. — F. D. Van Yalkenburgh was called; on mo- 
tion, his name was placed on the superannuated list, and recom- 
mended to the Board of Stewards for favorable consideration. 

Boundaries. — Two communications from the Austin Confer- 
ence were read concerning boundary line between that and the 
Gulf Mission Conference, and the Secretary was instructed to ac- 
knowledge receipt of the same. 

Appropriations. — Report of Board of Stewards, appropriating 
$40 for J. Woodson, and $60 for F. D. Van Yalkenburgh, was 
adopted. 

Protest. — The Conference formally protested against any 
change in the existing boundary between the two Conferences. 

Transfers. — The Bishop announced the following transfers : R.

Full Connection. — The usual address to candidates for full 
membership was delivered by the Bishop ; the disciplinary questions 
were, asked; studies reported, and W. E. Harrison and W. C. Mann 
were elected to Deacon's orders, and, with J. R. Basket, admitted 
into full connection. 

Continued on Trial. — B. W. Hugg was continued on trial. 

By Certificate. — Isaac J. Coppedge, formerly an elder in the

was admitted into full connection, being required to bring up the 
third and fourth year's course of study. 

Organization. — The enabling act having been passed by la>t 
General Conference, the approval of the presiding Bishop having 
been secured, Gulf Mission Conference was, on motion of J. W. 
Lively, organized into an Annual Conference, and called Gulf An- 
nual Conference. 

Announcements were made, and the Conference adjourned to 
meet at op. m.

AFTERNOON SESSION' (FEB. 6). 

After singing, and prayer by N. L. Sayers, the Conference was 
called to order by Bishop Mallalieu, and the Minutes of the morning 
session were read, corrected and approved. 

Reports. — J. Woodson's character was passed, and he made his 
report. A. E. Ryan and F. F .Fitch were called, their characters 
passed, and they reported their works. Alex. McDow, supply, re- 
ported the Yivian work. 

On Trial. — After report of examiners, and proper representa- 
tion, Delos H. Cassels, J. A. Carruth, James F. Ragsdals and R. R. 
Smith were admitted on trial. 

Deacon's Orders.— Delos H. Cassels and Sidney W. Edwards 
were elected to Deacon's orders under the local preacher rule, hav- 
ing passed the course of studies. J. A. Carruth, J. F. Ragsdale, 

and R. R. Smith were elected to Deacon's orders under the mission- 
ary rule. 
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Report. — J. A. Christian’s character was passed, studies were 
reported, he reported his work, and was advanced to the studies of 
the fourth year. Miss Ellen Johnson reported’ Marshall work. 

Equalization. — N. L. Sayers and N. H. Oliver were ap- 
pointed as committee to equalize traveling expenses. 

Election. — On motion, the election of a delegate to 'General 
Conference was ordered. C. A. King and M. C. Hickman were ap- 
pointed tellers. It was moved and decided that a majority of the 
voltes cast be sufficient for an election; also that the one receiving 
next to the largest support should be the reserve delegate ; also that 
seniority should decide in case of tie. On the fourth ballot, Wm. R.

Notices were given, and the Conference adjourned with the 
benediction by Julian Woodson. 


FIFTH DAY, MONDAY (FEB. 8). 

After a continued spiritual prayer-meeting, Bishop Mallalieu 
called the Conference to order at 10 :15 a. m. 

The Minutes of Saturday’s session were read, corrected, and 
approved. 

Ordination. — J. W. Hervey was elected to Deacon’s orders, 
and ordained under the missionary rule. 

Lay Delegate. — Mrs. A. R. Timmins, President of the Lay 
Electoral Conference, was introduced, and after addressing the Con- 
jferencc, announced and introduced C. C. Morse as lay delegate to 
the General Conference, stating that Mrs. A. R. Timmins was re- 
serve delegate.

G. B. Woolman, W. P. Dunn, W. E. Cline, C. E. Scott. 

Bond. — It was voted that the Treasurer be held under a bond 
of one thousand dollars, for the money that comes into his hands. 

Meridian Colleges. — Announcement was made that Louis 
May would represent the Meridian Male and Female Colleges. 
Kindly words were spoken of the schools, and of the favors they 
have shown our young people. 

After announcements, Conference adjourned with the benedic- 
tion by C. A. King. 


SIXTH DAY, TUESDAY (FEB. 9.) 

Conference opened at 8 :40 with Bishop Mallalieu in the chair. 
After devotional service, the Minutes of yesterday’s session were 
read and approved. 

Resolution. — A resolution was adopted as read by Wm. R. 
Chase, asking for an episcopal residence in the South. 

Reports. — N. H. Oliver read report on Periodicals, F. F. Fitch 
on Education, M. C. Hickman on Epworth Leagues, X. L. Sayers 
on Temperance, W. E. Harrison on Sabbath Observance, J. T. 
James on State of the Church, J. Woodson on Sunday Schools and 
Tracts, J . R. Basket on Missions, G. B. Hines on Freedman’s Aid 
and Southern Education. M. C. Hickman reported for the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, in which report thanks were extended by the 
Conference to the railroads for their favors ; to Pastor J. A. Chris- 
tian for his faithfulness; to the pastor of the M. E. Church, South, 
for his courtesy, and to the citizens of Hughes Springs for their 
hospitality. A resolution of .appreciation for Bishop Mallalieu was 
also passed. 

The Statistical Secretary and Treasurer made their reports. 

Board of Education.— H. R. Osborne, A. E. Ryan, H. H. Mc- 
Cain and F. F. Fitch were announced as added to the Board of 
Education.

Adjournment.— On motion, the Conference adjourned without 
reading of Minutes.

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MEMOIR. 


Rev. P. C. Chaney was born in Alabama, April 6th, 1856, and died 
at Beaumont, Texas, September 5th, 1903. He was converted when but 
eight years of age, and united with the M. E. Church. At twenty years 
of age he entered the Alabama Conference and remained a member of 
said Conference until the organization of the Gulf Mission Conference 
by Bishop Walden, January 21, 1897, when he was transferred to the 
Gulf Mission Conference. In this Conference he served the Oberlin 
and Ebenezer charges. At the session of the Gulf Mission Conference 
of 1899 he took supernumerary relation, which relation he sustained 
until his death. While thus released from the cares of the pastorate, 
and actively engaged in business, his interest in the church and the 
Conference continued. He preached as often as opportunity offered 
and lived a godly life. 

A large family, consisting of wife and children, sustained an irrep- 
arable loss and the Conference feels deeply its bereavement. But all re- 
joice in the life of faith he lived, and his triumphant death. His last 
days w T ere days of peace. His last words, “Let me go, Jesus, sweet Je- 
sus.” Then he fell asleep in Christ. w. C. Mann. 


REPORTS. 


_ C l lIJ T^ C ? ®? TENS1C ™-— A. King reported for the Committee on 
Church Extension, which was substantially as follows: “The work be- 

gan m 1866. From then till November 1, 1903, $8,051,231.50 have been 
disbursed, besides the millions that have been, loaned. Our Conference 
has shared in that work, having up to that date contributed $1 940 
To .his sum we added this year $310. Up Jo the above mentioned date! 
twemy-eight of our churches had been aided to the amount of $5 475 
donations, and $1,725 in loans. 

“We are this year asked to raise $500; while $1,600 have been ap- 
propriated for our benefit. The amount of aid we receive will be in 
proportion to the amount we contribute. Literature for free distribu- 
tion may be secured from the Secretary of the Board of Church Exten- 
sion We recommend “Christianity In Earnest” to our people. It is 
work” We aS a ^ on ^ e,rence fulfil our part in this great 

Missions — J. R. Basket reported for the Committee on Missions, as 
loll owe: This is a golden age for missions. The doors to the heathen 

world have swung wide open to the Christian world of the Twentieth 
century. The principal hindrances to the evangelization of the world 
in this generation are in the home church, with its comparative indif- 
ference. However, the Church is beginning to awake to her opportuni- 
ties. Our own Church raises the watchword of $200,000,000 for mis- 
sions this year. A prayer of full consecration to God’s service 
wherever the Master may call, goes up from the hearts of many of our 
best young people. 
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“The Gulf Conference should press the missionary cause with great 
zeal and much prayer. We are not ashamed of our record for this year, 
but let us go beyond anything done yet! 

“We recommend that the children be put to work with Willing 
Worker cards, and that the missionary map be put into our churches as 
a con-sant object lesson on missions.” 

State of Church. — J. T. James reported for Committee on State of 
the Church, which was in part as follows: “The year of our Lord 1903 

marks an era of much blessing to our young Conference. The reports 
of our Presiding Elders show the hand of our God upon us. We are a 
Providential Conference, the work of him who, more than a hundred 
years ago, began to reform this continent and spread scriptural holiness 
over these lands, and whose purpose was delayed only for a season. We 
are a small section of that Holy City, the New Jerusalem, which John 
saw coming down out of Heaven to take root in the earth by means of 
holy men and women, and be built in walls and towers and palaces of 
‘holiness to the Lord.’ We can truly address our blessed God and Fath- 
er in the sweet words of David: ‘Thou crownest the year with thy 

goodness; and thy paths drop fatness. They drop upon the pastures 
of the wilderness: and the little hills rejoice on every side/ Psa. 65: 
11, 12. Our churches are mostly little pastures in wilderness places, 
but the Lord in His episcopal paths among us in Conference visitation, 
drops fatness in the Spirit-filled and Scripture-filled ministers and pas- 
tors, given the churches from year to year — and the result is, a year 
of blessing. 

“Your committee make the following recommendations: l. That, 

as a special means of grace and power for our returning unto the Lord 
our God for all He may have for us in store, we urge the diligent and 
increasing use of the Conference Prayer League, which has been such 
a bond of union and holy fellowship, of which Bishop Warren said, ‘It 
takes hold of the Source of Power very strongly.’ 2. That as the only 
remedy against the scattering power of Satan these days, in conferences 
and churches is the daily Knitting-Together Exercise of morning prayer 
for one another severally by name, in faith and love; we urge every 
one of our pastors, the first thing on entering his work, to gather his 
people into such Prayer Union for one another, and for the members of 
their conference — along with Friday fasting. When all our preachers 
pray conscientiously every morning for one another by name, and then 
for every one of his charge, and we are gathered, as a Conference, to a 
focus, where the daily prayers of more than two thousand holy people 
send sunshine and power to us — then indeed will we wax mighty for 
God. 

“3. That as a means of access to heaven in prayer for our home 
work, w r e urge the most diligent use of our opportunity to make, save, 
gather and send money to the missionary fields of the Church. 

“4. That we cherish with deep gratitude our Presiding Bishop’s 
kindly commendation of us to the church at large, published in two of 
our church papers, and we recommend that our Secretary print in our 
Minutes a part or whole of our Bishop’s kind testimonial, by way of 
preserving it.”

Education. — F. F. Fitch gave the following report on Education^ 

“ Fort Worth University . — We recognize Fort Worth University as our 
institution of higher education. We commend it to our people for their 
children, and to our young people for a Christian education. We espe-

Already three-fourths of the counties of Texas, seventy-two of the 
seventy- five counties of Mississippi, and a number of the parishes of 
Louisiana are sweeping into line with prohibition, and soon we expect 
to heai the shout of victory from all over our Southland. Our God is 
triumphant.” 

Sabbath Observance.— W. ,E. Harrison reported as follows for Com- 
mittee on Sabbath Observance: 

- +v / <God , s t f ys! i tbat He is a Jealous God, visiting the iniquities of the 
father on the children unto the third and fourth generations This ap- 
plies especially to sins against the body. When one habitually refrains 
from babbath rest and keeps his body constantly at work, he is sure to 
cause a deterioration. When he weakens) his own body, he weakens that 
of his offspring. We are becoming a nation of Babbath breakers No 
surer way could be found to destroy a nation. Take the attempt of 
France to abolish the Christian Sabbath as an example. Let our Sab- 
bath be abolished and moral sense and Christian conscience will be de- 
stroyed Men are kept away from; public worship and their covetous 
desires for gain increased. The Discipline, Par. 144, recommends that 
m r guard against Sabbath-breaking we should preach expressly 
on this head.’ Let the preachers follow out this injunction.” 

Periodicals.— N. H. Oliver reported for the Committee on Periodi- 
cals, substantially as follows: 
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“The publishing interests of the Methodist 'Episcopal Church have 
grown to magnificent proportions, and are worthy of our patronage. 
Everything necessary for our advancement on civil and religious lines 
may be found without going outside the pales of the Church. We there- 
fore urge our pastors and people to patronize, >asi much as possible, our 
publishing houses. Especially would we insist that our ministers see 
that the Sunday-school literature of our Church is used in every school 
throughout the Conference, and that the Central Christian Advocate, 
The Epworth Herald , or some other of our church papers are in every 
Methodist family, that they may have knowledge of what the Methodist 
Episcopal Church i*s doing for the salvation of the world and the ad- 
vance of Christ’s cause and kingdom.” 

iSunday Schools and Tracts. — Julian Woodson reported for Com- 
mittee on Sunday Schools and Tracts, acknowledging, with gratitude to 
God, the work being done by the Sunday School Union and Tract Socie- 
ty, calling attention to the importance of the Sunday school, and recom- 
mending that every preacher become a distributor of tracts in his own 
charge. 

Freedmen’s Education, etc.— U. lB. Hines reported for the Commit- 
tee on Freedmen’s Education: 

“Since the organization of this society, ten thousand teachers, two 
thousand preachers, and five hundred doctors have been educated in its 
schools and are doing effective work. Thousands of mothers are shap- 
ing the home life of the people, and many thousands have been equipped 
with a thorough training in the trades and industrial pursuits. We are 
educating 200,000 of these young people at about the same amount tha*t 
it costs to build one of our modern battleships, 

“Our schools are circles of Christian influence and revival power. 
Some twenty-five trades are taught in these' schools. l ast year we had 
3,569 industrial students. These people help themselves. They paid 
last year for tuition, $85,000, and the colored conferences paid in collec- 
tions and on old indebtedness, $27^000. 

“The interest of our white conferences in this work is shown by 
their contributions, which are increasing.” 

Epworth Leagues. — M. C, Hickman reported for Committee on Ep- 
worth Leagues', emphasizing the importance of the League, and express- 
ing the hope that it would spread throughout the Conference,
